then had been unemployed. His body was 
found a tree in the reservation 
south of the white house grounds, 
The cause of Padgett’s death is un- 
known. but it is thought he had become 
despdndent. He was a member of the 
Maccabees and Odd Fellows. Last night 
| after leaving a lodge room he wrote his 
wife a brief note inclosing $100 in cash 
and asking her forgiveness. Then he 
went home and his wite today found his 
body in the bath room. 

' Mrs. Plummer was found unconscious 
lying across a bed in her room and died 
soon after being taken to the hospital.

Military Day at Albany Chautauqua Proves Great 
Occasion--Twenty Military Organizations Passed 
in Review Before Governor Terrell.:

Albany, Ga., April 2.—(Special Staff 
Correspondence.)—Albany looks today like 
tne Whitehall street viaduct on a May 
Saturday afternoon.- The city’s 6,000 pop- 
ulation has been doubled by the visitors, 
who came in on every train, and every- 
body in town has been spending the day 
cn two streets, Pine and Broad. 

Never before has the Albany Chautau- 
gua met with such warm reception, every 
rection of the state from the mountains 
to the sea, inchiding Alabama, contribut- 
‘ng to swell the genera! throng: 

Never before hag the governor with 
his staff visited Albany or any other city

vices. When with sixty members of his 
staff Governor Terreli rode past and re-

Governor Terrell and his staff arrived 
from Atlanta at & o'clock this morning 
and were met at the depot by a military 
committee and comfortably taken care Ol. 
Some fifteen or twenty of the coloneis 
from the southern section of the state 
were alreddy on hand, and made quite 
a strong addition to the Atlanta contin- 
sent, 

There wag little delay. The visiiors had 
sust about time to get breakfast, and get 
nn shape before the exercises began, Tne 
military pageant, and review by Governor 
Terrell and staff, came first. on the pro- 
gramme, and the Fourth infantry regi- 
ment with the visiting companies turned 
cut aS an escort to the governor, after 
which they lined up on Pine street for 
the review. 

Georgia Colonels on Parade. 

It was an inspiring sight to see tne 
Georgia: colonels mounted on spiendid 
chargers, parading to martial music past 
the long line of boys in blue. 

The colonels rode well. ‘Tis true the 
horses were. gentle, but nevertheless tie 
colonels rode well.

As he cvuncluded, the vast 
crowd arose as one person, and there was 
such a waving of handkerchief in salute 
to the chief executive as filfed the air with 
white and almost hid all else from view. 
Governor Terrell Speaks. 

Governor Terrell made a brief and most 
appropriate address, during which his sen- 
timents were greeted with the most en- 
thusiastic applause. 

“Georgia.” he said, “is the Empire State 
of the American Union.” Again in speak- 
ing of the coat of arms of Georgia, he 
said: “Around one of its pillars is en- 
twined the word ‘moderation,’ The mean- 
ing is that the laws of this state should 
be administered without severity, and, 
God being my helper, it shall be so for 
the next two years.’’ 

The governor paid a pretty tribute to 
the sojdiers of the state, which was warm- 
ly appreciated by the. soldier boys. 

Following the governor’s address there 
were songs by the chorus of a hundred 
voices under the direction of Dr. H. R. 
Palmer, several solos sweetly sung by 
Miss Annie Worrell, of Cuthbert, and a 
strong address by Captain Jack W. Craw- 
ford, the poet scout, who was secured in 
place of General John B. Gordon, who was 
compelled to cancel his engagements. 


Governor Reviews Troops. 

The visitors took a rest until 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon, when the troops again 
assembled in brigade formation for dress 
parade and review by the governor and 
staff. .This time the exercises took place 
on Broad street, where the great crowds 
that gathered really left little room for 
the maneuvering of the troops. Brass 
buttons proved the same attraction as of 
yore. Everywhere Georgia's ‘airest, in 
bright spring attire, gave the boys in 
blue a welcoming cheer

They Crack 
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BELL DECLINES — 
TO MAKE REPLY 


Would Regret If Ameri- 
cans Believed Army 
Cruel, | 


Southampton, England, April 28.—Gen- 
eral Franklin Bell, U. 8. A., who is on 
his way ho.1e from the Philippines, and 
who wiil sail for New York tomorrow, 
was shown today the cabled digest of 
the report of Lieutenant General Miles. 

He said to a representative of the As- 
sociated Press: ; 

“I must decline to make any statement 
or comment on the report further than 
to remark that all complaints made to 
General Miles while he was in the Philip- 
pines have been thoroughly investigated 
by order of the war department. In the 
ordinary course of events, these reports 
of investigations probably have been for- 
warded to Washington.”’ 

When asked if he did not wish to say 
anything concerning the truth or falsity 
of the accusations or of the complaints 
of occurances in Batangas province, 1u- 
zon, while he was in command there, 
General Beil replied: 

“I would very greatly regret to have 
the American people believe that any 
American officer or soldier had been 
wantoniy crue! or inhuman ins their 
treatment of natives. However, I have 
said in official reports all I care to say 
on that subject. I do not believe that 
anything I can say unofficially will 
change anyone's opinion; nothing ° cer- 
tainly would make anyone who served 
creditably in the Philippines think . that 
the conduct of the American army has 
been char*cterizecd by cruelty. Nor could 
I change the opinion of anyone who 


) wished to believe the contriry.” 


When shown editorial articles from to. 
day’s London papers commenting upon 
the butality of the American army in 
the Philippines. Gefhcral Bell saic: 

“These comments are evidently inspir- 
ed by misapprehension. and I trust that 
the American army mey not jong rest 
under such a stigma in the eyes of for- 
eign nations; truth is powerful and it 
must finaily prevail,”

It will be. remembered vthat when the 
municipality asked for bias for the elec- 
tric lighting contract a bid was submit- 
ted by J. F. Lester, At’ the first meet- 
ing of the committee it was annvounced 
that the bid had really -been made. for 
the Bullock Electric Manufacturing Com- 
pany. and in proof ef this several of the 
agents of the company were present. The 
special committee of council during the 
Same meeting heard read certain modifi- 
cations to the bi.. which had been agreed 
to by Alderman Inman, Councilman 
Stephens anc R. T. Logiér, the agent of 
the Bullock compaty. ‘These modifica- 
tions were redueed to writing and the 
amended bid was dpe by Mr. Lester. 

At the next meeting of the committee 
the general counsel of the Bullock com- 
pany appeared afid completely withdrew 
from the amended proposition and en- 
tirely repudiated it. | 

In his petition for damages Mr: Lester 
declares that he was acting as the agent 
of the Bullock company, with the know!l- 
edge of the head cers'of that corpora - 
ticn. He states. that when the amended 
proposition Was made it was.agreed by 


the Bullock conmpany that if 
both were rejected they would make a 
per light Did of St. even &® lower 


price if necessary to "get the contract.” 
Charges Duphicity and Fraud. 
The petition, then declares that the 
amended. proposition was signed ty au- 
thority of the Bullock company, and 
continues as follows: 


“Up to this time the conduct of the 
defendant company had appartently been 
in the best of faith, and everything was 
harmonious, but from this time on, for 
reasons unknown to petitioner, a change 
developed on the part of the defendant 
company. although the defendant com- 
pany carefully avoided giving petitioner 
an opportunity to discover their duplicity 
and fraud, and petitioner only knew the 
ful! measure of/their duplicity and fraud 
thirty minutes before the third meeting 
of the committee, and even then they 
claimed still to in good faith 

“Petitioner had been advised by a 
prominent city officiAl of Atlanta before 
the second. committee meeting that the 
Bullock ‘Electric Manufacturing Com- 
pany had for a financial consideration 
abandoned their bid, but petitioner could 
not then believe they were guilty of 
such duplicity.’’ 

The petition declares that the condf- 
tions made at the last moment by the 
Bullock company rendered it impossible 
t> go further with the contract, and con- 
tinues with the following language: 

“The defendant company then, through 
their Cincinnati attorney, stated that the 
best thing to do would be to ask the 
city to accept the first bid, which the 
city probably would not do, and if the 
city accepted, they, the defendant com- 
pany, would do the best they could to 
get out of the same. 


Was Severe on Atlanta. 

“Petitioner thereupon stated to the de- 
fendant company’s Cincinnati attorney 
that it was not customary in Atlanta to 
be guilty of such a fraud, and that 
neither he nor his attorney would for 
an instant cofsider urging the city to 
accept the first proposition when they 
well knew that it was not the company’s 
intention to carry out the proposition. 
Said Cincinnati attorney, representing 
the defendant company hereinbefore men- 
tioned, then sald that he would act 
before the committee for the defendant 
company. 

“Petitioner shows that the defendant 
company had already repudiated both 
of the bids herein mentioned. Defendant 
repudiated petitioner and his agency. 

“Petitioner shows that the conduct of 
defendant company has been a wilful and 
deliberate fraud... 

“The company without doubt deliber- 
ately entrapped petitioner in making the 
bid for and with them, and at the last 
moment repudiated same. 

“Petitioner has lost a great amount of 
time. and has been seriously embarrass- 
ed. Many people who do not know pe- 
titioner believe that he was bought out 
and abaridoned his bid for a consider- 
ation. Petitioner has been seriously hu- 
miliated, and his standing as a man and 
a business man has deen seriously hurt 
by the acts and doings of defendant 
company.” 

In concluding the petition declares that 
in the opinion of the petitioner both Mr. 
Barr and Mr. Lozier were unwilling to 
repudiate him and the bids and that it 
was for that reason the Cincinnati at- 
toreny was sent here. 

The case will come up for trial dur- 
ing the next term of the city court.

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SIX YEARS IN PRISON 
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IS SIMS’ SENTENCE 


Young Bank Cletk Pleaded 
Guilly Before Judge Newman 
Yesterday at Noon, 


AT THE FEDERAL PRISON 
SIMS 1S “NUMBER 036” 


Went Directly From the Court Room 
to the Government Jail and Be- 
gan His Term—Tinge of 


Sadress in the 
Proceedings. 
Fhe clouds of uncertainty that have 


hung so long around the head of G. H. 
Sims were cleared away yesterday and 
his fate is known. 

The erstwhile society man and trusted 
young bank clerk slept in a cell in the 
federa! penitentiary last night. 
is closely cropped, his fashionable attire 
has been exchanged for a coarse gray 
prisoner's uniform, and down in the rec- 
ord room his photograph and measure- 
ments may be found by reference to the 
index of such things. 

He has even laid aside his name, for 


he is known no more as G. H. Sims—he 
is “‘No. 536." 

The srim mandate of the law has 
been read out for him and after his 


tremulous plea of guilty, spoken in the 
United States court room yesterday just 
at noon, Judge Newman sentenced him to 
six years in the penitentiary. 

On the evening he was arrested, April 
2, the defaulter said that when the time 
came he intended pleading guilty and 
he asked that the opportunity be given 
him as soon as possible. The grand jury 
took up his case on Monday, Memorial 
day, and returned eleven true bills 
against him, one “‘omnibus” bill and ten 
others charging more specjfic things. 
That evening he asked for a2 trial. 

“T want to get it over,’’ he said. There 
was a wistful light in his eyes and a 
tremor bespeaking weariness in his: voice. 

“But I want it done just as quickly as 
possible,’’ he continued. “I don't want 
any more pubiicity than can be helped 
—just to haveit over with. with no con- 
fusion or commotion. ‘That's all I want.” 

So yesterday morning Deputy Marshal 
B. B. Landers -drove sip to the county 
jail in a carriage and asked for the pris- 
oner and they entered the vehicie to- 
gether and were driven to the ‘postoffice. 

Sims was dressed in a light gray spring 
suit, patent leather shoes and blue cra- 
vat. His appearance was little like that 
of the criminal, but his face was very 
pale and was marked by lines that 
showed how he had suffered. 


Sims Enters Court Room. 

He and the marshal went upstairs to 
the court room in the elevator and passed 
through a crowd of witnesses in the hall- 
way of the fourth floor. No one recog- 
nized the prisoner, or indeed knew that 
the well-dressed, good-looking young 
man was a prisoner at all, for his com- 
ing was a complete surprise to all but 
the officials. who had arranged it. 

Once inside the court room Sims was 
assigned to a chair in the prisoner's cor- 
ner, and there, with the deputy marshal 
and his brother in law at his side, he 
waited the pleasure of the court. As- 
Sistant Attorney Bell arose and asked 
the attention of the judge. 

“There are eleven indictments against 
the prisener at the bar.’ he said, “and 
he wishes to plead guilty to the general 
one, charging the forgery of about $94,000 
from the Capital City bank.”’ 

Judge Newman turned to the prisoner 
and. asked if he had anything to say, to 
which he replied: 

“Nothing—only that T plead guilty and 
stand ready to perform any sentence im- 
posed by the court” 

So low was his tone that no one but 
those very near the bench caught the 
words uttered in the trembling voice. 

Sentence Is Passed. 

Judge Newman leaned forward and !ook- 
ed down at the young man before him. 
There was pity in the glance and the 
judge was evidently saddened by the 
business in hand. He said that he re- 
gretted the necessity of imposing the sen- 
tence, but that six years in the peniten- 
tiary was the lightest punishment he 
could give and do justice. 

The whole proceeding had occupied but 
a few minutes and when Sims had af- 
fixed his signature to the plea of guilty 
he was lead out again and the carriage 
that brought him to court carried him to 
the prison. — 

It was between 12 and 1 o’clock when he 
arrived at the great gloomy pile out on 
the McDonough road, stepped from the 
carriage, passed up the stone steps, 
through the barred doorway and began 
his term. 

Prison Life Begins. 

Record Clerk Nye and the prison barber 
were awaiting him and immediately after 
he entered the Bertillion measurements of 
the convict were taken and entered on the 
books of the prison, his hair was cut, the 
gray suit donned and the photographer, 
with his camera took the . picture of 
“Number 536.” 

The young convict was then lead to his 
cell, and the steel door swung shut behind 
him, shutting out from the slender boy- 
ish. fellow liberty and all that liberi, 
means unti] the weary years of the sen- 
tence shgll have rolled away and life be- 
gins anew for the convict.

The address of the grand master was a 
volumnous document and covered the 
most important points of Masonry.

Dr. Hadley and Booker 
Washington Speak at the 
Hampton Dedication. 


Newport. News, Va., April 28—In the 


présence of a distinguished assemblage, 
including Robert C. Ogden and a num- 
ker of his associates of the Southern Ed- 
ucation conferpnce, Dr. Arthur T. Had- 
ley, president of Yale university; Mrs. 
Collis P. Huntington, and several pé€r- 
sonages of prominence in the world of let- 
ters, the new Huntington library was 
formally presented to the trustees of the 
Hampton Normal and Agricultural insti- 
tute this afternoon. 

To better accommodate the large au- 
dience, the crowd being greater than was 
expected, the incidental exercises were 
held in the gymnasium auditorium. The 
ccceasion marked the thirty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the institution.

Tokio, Japan, April 2 —The Jiji today 
publishes a dispatch from Pekig in 
which its correspondent quoted the Rus- 
sian minister as saying that the effect 
of the remonstrances of Japan and the 
other powers would be that the states- 
men now paramount at St. Petersburg 
would decide to incorporete the three 
provinces of Manchuria in the Russian 


empire. 
Position of the United States. 

Washington, April 28.—No response has 
come to the state department as yet 
from etther Ambassador McCormick at 
St. Petersburg or Minister Conger at 
Pekin to the inquiries respecting Russia's 
demands in Connection with Marchuria. 
The officials are inf®a condition of sus- 
pense and uncertainty in consequence 
of the conflict in the semi-official dis- 
patches from the Russian and Chinese 
capitals. In the absence of official state- 
ments of Russia’s purposes, the opinion 
prevails here that these ‘Russian de- 
mands -were-rea!ly put out in a tentative 
form last week and not in regular Official 
shape. There is good reason to believe 
that’ the Chinese government~ itself let 
the demands leak out-in order to se- 
cure- the. suppert .0f .the. powerg in its 
refusal of the Russian tenders. Noting 
the intense public excitement over the 
proposition. the Russian government, it 
is surmised, took st«ps through: the state- 
ment issued in St. Petersburg. yesterday 
to abandon several of the original de- 
mands. -Jt is not doubfed that such re- 
duction of the maximum demands was 
fully within .contemplation when the 
tentative statement ‘was thrown out. 

If this. assumption, general in official 
circles here, is well founded, then Russia 
will not further interfere with the con- 
summation of the United States trade 
treaty with China, including as it does 
the new ports of Moukdam and Taku- 
Shan. On. the other hand, the fourth 
demand, characterized by the, St. Peters- 
burg statements “as unimportant,’’ is 
not so regarded here, for. it amounts to 
an indefinite continuance under Russian 
direction of present conditions in China, 
which will stop all reform movements. 

Cabinet To Discuss Manchuria. 

Washington, April -28.—An important 
ecnference between the president and the 
members of his cabinet will be held in 
St. Louis probably on Wednesday night. 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Shaw, 
who is to be of the party at that time, 
will be joined there by other members 
of the cabinet. Matters of importance, 
which. have arisen since the president's 
departure from Washington, will be 
brought to the attention of the chief ex- 
ecutive.

AND THEN HIS JOB 


Curious Case Into Which the Police 
Have Been Drawn. 


OFFICERS GIVE STATEMENTS 


William McCain Lost Money On En- 
gine and Engineer Found It. 
McCain Afterwards Was 
Discharged on Engi- 
neer’s Complaint. 


The police have been drawn into a 
peculiar case which grew out of a rail- 
road man losing his pocketbook on an 
engine.

As the 
train was coming to Atlanta, McCain tel- 
ephoned to the police and asked that of- 
ficers be sent to meet the train to get the 
pocketbook and money. McCain was 


afraid the negro fireman might have found 


the money. 

Officers Tibbs, Doyal and Dorsey met 
the train at the union deppt and first ap- 
proached the fireman, who stated that 
Engineer Hall had found thé pocketbook. 
The engineer when asked about the mat- 
ter informed the officers at once that’ he 
had both pocketbook and money. That 
ended the case so far as the police were 
concerfed. Hall returned the money to 
McCain. . 

Yesterday morning McCain came to At- 


“janta and sought Officers Tibbs, Doyal and 


Dorsey at their homes and stated to them 
that he had been discharged from the 
employ of the Seaboard railroad company 
because Engineer Hall had reported that 
he (McCain) caused four policemen to 
board his engine and treat him as if he 
had .been a criminal. " 

It was to disprove the engineer’s ré- 
port, so McCain told the officers, that he 
had come to Atlanta to get a statement 
from them. The officers cheerfully made 
a written statemeht, in which they denied 
that Hall had been treated in any way 
that was wrong. They said, in their state- 


| ments, that nothing was done that could 


have been construed as a reflection on the 
engineer. They simply asked him if he 
had found the pocketbook, and when he 
said he had they told him to whom it 
belonged and left. 

“Even if the engineer had declined to 
tell us about the pocketbook,’’ say the 
officergf ‘‘we would have had no right to 
make any case against him. What we 
did was. mercly a kindness to McCain, 
and we are very sorry the affair has 
been so misconstrued as to cause him 
to lose his position.’’

King Edward Will Be Accorded Royal 
Honors by the Pontifical Guards. 
All the Diplomats in Rome 
Received by the King 
at the Quirinal.

Rome, April 28.—King Edward, accom- 
panied by General’ Pedotti, representing 
King Victor Emmanuel, and escorted by 
a brilliant array of cavalry, went to tie 
Pantheon today and deposited wreaths 
of laure! and palm on the tombs of King 
Victor Emmanuel I and King Humbert, 
His majesty then enjoyed a long drive 
through the city and returned to the 
quirinal for dinner. The crowds which 
gathered in the streets through which 
King Edward passed continuously ac- 
claimed the visiting sovereign. 

King Edward received the diplomatic 
representatives in Rome in his own apart- 
ments in the quirinal. He was presented 
by the British ambassador and shook 
hands ang spoke cordialy with each for- 
eign representative. To the United States 
ambassador his majesty said: 

“I have taken pleasure in appointing 
the prince of Wales head of the St. Louis 
commission.”’ 

To this Mr. Myer replied that such a 
compliment and honor was much appre- 
ciated in America. 

When he received Premier Zanardelli 
earlier in the day his majesty said: 

“J am very giad to be in Italy,’ and 
he added emphatically, ‘‘especially. in 
Rome.” 7 

These precise words, while they .have 
produced great satisfaction, have been 
much commented upon in government 
and political circles. King Edward also 
referred to the bonds existing between 
ltaly and Great Britain. .

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The system of weather flag signals has 
been resumed by the local weather bu- 
reau and weather conditions are now 
being daily described through flags hoist-

ine signals were secured for Atlanta 
through the efforts of Local Forecaster 
J. B. Marbury, who requested of the de- 
partment in Washington that they be al- 
lowed this city. 

About a year ago the department abo}- 
ished the system of Nag signals in all 
cities of more than 5,000 popuiation, but 
the management of the Empire building 
agreed to furnish the flags if Mr. Mar- 
bury would display them. ‘Ihe system 
was thus continued until recently, wnen 
it was suspended. 

Mr. Marbury then communicated with 
Washington, explaining the situation and 
requesting a special dispensation by which 
the singnais could be operated here. 
This was granted and a supply of flags 
torwarded. 

The signals are as follows: White fiag, 
fair weather; blue flag, rain or snow; 
white and blue fiag, local rain or snow, 
and white flag with black square in cen- 
ter, cold wave. There is also a black 
triangular flag to show temperature, 
which, placed above either of the first 
three indicates warmer and below indi- 
cates colder temperature. Cards explain- 
ing the signals can be obtained at the 
weather bureau. 

The foliowing is a general review of the 
climate and crop conditions throughout 
Georgia during the past week, as taken 
from the weekly report of Mr. Marbury: 

“The weather during the greater por- 
tion of the week was favorable for plant- 
ing, but too cool for germination and 
growth. Frosts on the 2d and Ath dam- 
aged tender vegetation in some northern 
‘sections, Cotton and corn planting are 
now progressnig rapidly over the north- 
ern half ofthe state. The cool weather 
was injurious to yOung cotton in the 
south, where stands are generally poor;

HED BY COURT 


New ork Appellate Court Sustains 
Special Tax. Lath 


Decision Was Unanimous and Had an 
Immediate Effect in Wall Street. 
Millions Involved in the 
Decision—Case Will Be 
Taken to U. 8S. Court. 


Albany, N. Y., April 3—A decision of 
much importance and one which had an 
immediate effect in Wall street, was 
handed down today by the court of ap- 
peals. This body sustained unanimously 
the specia] franchise tax law, reversing 
the supreme court. 

Today's decision sustained the provision 
*for the assessment of the special fran- 
chise by the state board of tax commis- 
sioners. ‘here were seven cases, all in- 
volving the same question, the validity 
of assessments upon the special fran- 
chises of the respondent corporations 
made by the state board of tax commis- 
sioners under an act of 1898, which amend- 
ed the general tax law, so as to include 
property the rights of 
street railroad, gas, pipe line, telegraph, 
telephone and similar public service com- 


1M2, for instance, of $268,017,770. 

The courts held that the legislature in 
creating a new system of taxation, erm- 
bracing a new kind of property, never 
taxed before, had the right to entrust to 
state officers the power of making the 
assessment and that tangible property. 
‘such as rails and poles, which had been 
formerly taxed by Idcal assessors, is 
merely incidental to the special fran- 
chises and holds that there was no in- 
fringement upon local self-government. 
All the judges concurred in the opinion. 


Will Go To Federal Court. 

New York, April 28.—William H. Page, 
counsel for the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company in the franchise cases, said 
today concerning the decision of the 
court of apeais: 

“It is the intention and always has 
been, Of the companies to casry the mat- 
ter to the supreme court of the United 
States, the point being that the tax is 
a violation of the contracts of the city 
and state under which the franchises 
were acquired.”

It is the underatanding that the allied 
powers will submit these claims to 
the individuals of the mixed commis- 
sions which, under.the terms of the 
protocols, are to meet at Caracas, and 
it is among the. possibilities that the 
umpires may decide that the biock- 
ading expenses should be paid by the 
blockaded country; but even if such 
a decision is reached in that way, it 
will not have the force or effect of a 
favorable decision by The Hague. For 
Mr. Bowen, acting as the representa- 
tive of Venezuela, to have consented 
to the submission of this contention 
to The Hague tribune would have 
been an admission of the liability for 
the payment of these peculiar claims 
—an admission to which not only the 
debtor nations of South America, but 
all peace-loving nations, 
willingly consent. 

When Sir Michael Herbert submit- 
ted this proposition t6 Mr. Bowen’ he 
added that Lord Lansdowne would not 
consent to any agreement which did 
not embody this demand. With a 
promptitude that has characterized 
his every act, 
point blank to accede to this demand. 
With shrewdness born of rare diplo- 
matic understanding, he based his ob- 
jection on the ground that this de- 
mand was in the nature of an entirely 
new claim from each of the three na- 
tions and would, by increasing the de- 
mands upon the resources of Vene- 
zuela, necessarily decrease the 
amounts of the payments to all the 
creditor nations, or, what is practical- 
ly the same thing, would string out 
the payments over a_ longer period. 
This is not the language of Mr. Bow- 
en's reply, but it is the logic of his 
position as we understand it. The 
result was as he anticipated. The 
United States and all other non-allied 
creditors joined with him in his oppo- 
sition to this proposition of the allies 
—the United States because of the 
principle involved, the others princi- 
pally because they regarded the de- 
mand as involving new claims which, 
being put in at the last moment, ought 
not, in justice to themselves, be con- 
sidered on a footing with the others. 
Whether répresentations to this ef- 
fect were made by the non-allied pow- 
ers is not clear, but it is certain that 
Great Britain, which took the initia- 
tive in this matter, came to under- 
stand the attitude of the United States 
and other peace powers, and that in 
response to this understanding the de- 
mand has been withdrawn. 

There ought now to be nothing in 
the way of a prompt winding up of 
these Venezuelan negotiations,.. With 
the attention of Great Britain and the 
rest of the world drawn to the graver 
problems presented in China, the for- 
eign offices will doubtless be glad to 
waive technicalities and authorize the 
signature of the new protocol which 
Mr. Bowen has submitted; This sets 
forth- all of the points upon which 
there has been an agreement and, ac- 
cording to Washington dispatches, 
contains only one point to which the 
allied powers have heretofore object- 
ed. For reasons entirely outside of 
this particular controversy, it is to be 
expected that the negotiations will be 
promptly brought to a close by the 
acceptance of Mr. Bowen’s views. 
When they are it will be found that 
Mr. Bowen has handled Venezuela’s 
case with a master hand and that he 
will deserve the hearty thanks, not of. 
Venezuela alone, but of the people of 
all the peace-loving ‘ nations /of the 
world. ’

Labor in the Philippines. 

The tribute paid by Captain Arch- 
ibald W. Butt, United States army, to 
the Filipino as a laborer may bring 
down upon the head of the popular 
Georgian the criticisms of that ele- 
ment in the United States which has 
been demanding the wholesale immi- 
gration of Chinese coolies for the pur- 
pose of exploiting the Philippine 
islands, but Captain Butt will receive 
the hearty indorsement of those who 
have made the closest study of the 
native Filipino and who believe that 
the people of the islands are entitled 
to the labor of the islands. 

In the excerpt from Justicia, publish- 
ed in yesterday’s Constitution, Cap- 
tain Butt is quoted as saying that he 
has experienced a change of mind 
with regard to the Filipino laborer. 
In a sense this is true. Captain Butt 
has found, as he explains, that the na- 
tive Filipino properly handled is capa- 
ble of doing certain classes of labor 
which he at first considered beyond 
the capability of the native. Recent 
experiments have convinced him that 
the Filipino is capable even of this 
character of work and he loses no op- 
portunity to bear testimony to the 
fact. 

Those who have made a study of 
conditions in the Philippine islands 
have found that the officers of the 
army who were new to the islands, 
particularly those who had come by 
way of China, were strong in the con- 
viction that a Chinaman ig much su- 
perior to the Filipino and were loud 
in their contention that the only pos- 
sibility of having the work of the 
islands properly done was through the 
importation of large numbers of Chi- 
namen, who might be worked under 
The coolie or contract labor system. 
Captain Butt has, on the other hand, 


been consistent in his belief that for’ 


most kinds of labor the Filipino, prop- 
erly handled, would give as good re 
sults as Chinamen, if not better. As

His reports are in 
line with those made to the special 
commissioner of the Constitution who

Such reports as these ought to put 
an end to consideration by the Ameri- 
can congress of the plea of exploiters 
that they be permitted to drive out 
laborer by using the 
Chinaman. Whatever difference of 
view there may be upon the political 
questions involved in the retention of 
ule Philippine isiands, there should be 
a unanimous indorsement of Captain 
Butt’s contention that the labor of the 
islands should belong to the natives.

Wireless Telegraphy in War. 

The practicability of the Marconi 
wireless telegraphy system for mili- 
tary uses is entirely dependent upon 
the secrecy possible to be maintained 
in communication. At present little is 
known as to the ability of a land sta- 
tion to intercept wireless messages 
passing between two vessels at sea, 
or, for that matter, trans-land mes- 
sages. If it is demonstrated that Mar- 
coni’s ethereal wires can be “tapped” 
at will or by accident, the utility of 
the system will be circumscribed, com- 
mercially as well as for military pur- 
poses. 

It is to thoroughly test this vital 
point that the United States navy de- 
partment is about to institute a wire- 
less service, the land end of which will 
be at Montauk Point. Here on the 
government reservation occupied by 
the light house bure:u the headquar- 
ter for the exhaustive experiments 
will be established. The work of in- 
stalling the apparatus is now under 
way, and the Topeka and Prairie, the 
ships to be used in connection with 
the tests, have been fitted up for the 
part they are to play in the interesting 
experiments. 

Although little has been said about 
it in the press, the navy department 
has been engaged in making a thor- 


ough series of trials along the same 


line in Chesapeake bay. This test has 
been largely in the nature of determin- 
ing the proper instruments to be used 
in the Montauk test. Five sets of dif- 
ferent wireless telegraphic instru- 
ments have been tried at Annapolis, 
in communication with vessels in the 
lower Chesapeake, but as yet noné 
have shown distinctive superiority. 
An account of the experiment states 
that the test included the transmis- 
sion of messages between the Topeka 
and the shore station at Annapolis. 
Messages were successfully sent and 
received over distances running be- 
tween twenty and eighty miles. Na- 
val officers at Annapolis have commu- 
hnicated in the same manner with 
Washington overland. After the Prai- 
rie and Topeka have taken part in the 
grand rendezvous of naval craft in 
Hampton Roads on May 1, they will 
proceed to Montauk Point to engage 
in the more impovtant and, i: is hoped, 
final test. 

If it can be demonstrated that wire- 
less messages can be intercepted and 
no way can be gevised to make such 
interception impossible, it is not likely 
that the government will adopt the 
system. Other governments are watch- 
ing the American tests with keen in- 
terest, and upon the action of the 
United States in the premises will 
probably depend the action of other 
powers curious to know the utility of 


wireless telegraphy in secret service 
and war.

Maintenance of. Good Roads. 

Editor Constitution: I rejoice to see 
the awakening that is going on over 
the road question. Have fought for it 
for years in my locality and am glad 
to see the interest taken im it. 

One feature that has not been fully 
argued is this: It applies more especially 
to our own county, perhaps than others. 
In south Georgia there are large farms, 
that are relics of old slavery’ times. These 
farms would not be of any value except 
for roads to get to them. In a largé 
measure the owners are non-residents. 
To a large extent they are perhaps in 
some official position that will allow 
them to escape road dut¥!‘some are over 
50 and not subject, some ure females, per- 
haps, with thousands of acres. Now, 
the question I have heretofore raised is 
that the present. old system is unequal 
taxation. Yt very often fortes a poor 
man without a mule or wagon, a poor 
laborer working for 50 cents a day,: to 
lose this and have to stint his famity 
this much to work the roads, while the 
man with perhaps ten thousand acres of 
land does not work the roads and does 
not, under the old system, pay a cent 
to keep them up, though his lands are 
made valuable by reason of the roads. 
It is a tax on the.time of the laborer that 
is subject and is the same as money. 
In this way the burden of keeping up 
the roads is distributed unequally and 
acts unfairly. 

A better way would perhaps be to try 
a part as a head tax and 4 part as a 
property tax, for the property should 
in any event pay some of the road ex- 
pense when it is valuable because of the 
roads, 

Throwing aside the question that the 
improvement of the roads is to be desired, 
the question remains that the old sys- 
tem is unequal and hence unfair taxa- 
tion, Cc. H. BEAZLEY.

OTH ER “CRITICS OF ARMY? 


By Jos: Ohl. 


It is just possible that those strenuous | 
enthusiasts over the army who have been 
induiging in criticisms of what they 
sneeringly call “civiljan misrepresenta-.' 
tion” and who have.cried out that criti- | 
cism, when clearly aimed at individuais,. 
was casting a sior upon the American, 


the head of the army, Lieutenant General 
Miles, has made reference in: his official 
reports to.some of the occurrences which 
other men in high authority have con- 
sidered it best to cover up. 

No man can accuse General Miles of be- 
ing anything else than an ardent, enthu- 
silastic supporter of the American army. 
He has spent his life as a soldier, and 
if there is any man in the United States 
who knows what a soldier should do and 
what he should not do, it ts the present 
head of the army. When it comes to war- 
fare, Miles is neither theorist nor ama- 
teur. ‘Whatevér may have been said} 
against him by his critics, it has never 
been suggested that he does not know the 
business of the soldier. Nor has it been 
Suggested, so far as I can recall, that 
General Miles has ever been charged with | 
{ Undueleniency toward those against whom 
lhe was fighting. .There is no mawkish sen- 
timentality in- the: man’s. makeup. He is 
@ soldier all over; and when he deems it 
necessary to lay bare conditions as they 
are revealed in the report which has just. 
been .made public, the American people 


Doubtless some ease organs wilt’ 
raise the cry that his report is made to 
embarrass the administration. They’ may 
even charge him. with such ulterior mo- 
tives as possessing political ambition. But 
the people will hardly listen to such sug- 
gestions—certainly they - will- not whén 
they take the fact into consideration that 
this was as a confidential report and that 
its contents were not made public by Gen- 
eral Miles. There is no grand stand play 
on his part. He hag gaid nothing about 
the contents of his report, but certain 
men who have been active in their efforts 
to run down the men responsible for mis- 
conduct in the Philippines Wére so in- 
sistent in their demand that his findings 
be made public that the war department 
authorities finally consented. | 
“General Miles is not the only officer of 
the army who has criticised the men’ who 
have had a part in these disgraceful pro- 
ceedings, but he is better situated than 
mary others, being in‘ a position to re- 
port his findings and his views to the war 
department authorities. 


Some time since @ good many self-ap- 
pointed’ defenders of the army took it 
upon themselves to raise a holy howl 
egainst a representative of The Constitu- 
tion .who undertook to present a few of the 
facts concerning misconduct of individual 
officers and soldiers which he found dur-

by officers of ‘the arms—men who; 
like General Miles, felt keenly 
the disgrace brought upon the American 
army and the American flag by the acts 
of a few men. Some of these offending of- 
ficers were volunteers, some of them reg- 
ulare; their acts were those of individ- 
vals, but the influence of these acts was 
far-reaching.

which must impair the good name of 
American arms and bring discredit to our 
service for all time, to direct that any or- 
ders or circulars of personal instruction 
which would inspire or encourage any act 
of cruelty be annulled.”’

It was because of the almost inevitable 
effect these acts of parbaric cruelty would 
have upon the younger officers that older 
Officers were outspoken in their criticisms 
even tO me, a newspaper man; but they 
were not in a position to openly condemn 
the acts authorized by their superiors, 
and most of the acts complained of were 
either authorized by indirection or wihk-. 
ed at when committed. 

The high officers cognizant of or re- 
sponsible for these acts are the persons 
who have reflected upon the American 
army, not the men in greater or less de- 
gree responsible for bringing the facts 
before the public. The efforts to cover 
up the misdeeds of individuais have hurt 


officials who have conspired to such cov- 
ering up are the real enemies of the army, 
not General Miles and not those who were 
instrumental in throwing the white light 
of publicity upon the @ffenders nearly two 
years ago. 


It will perhaps be just as well to with- 
hol4 further criticism of Russia for her 
demands upon China until we learn ex- 
actly what those demands are. It is just 
possible that the heathen Chinese has, 
with his ways that are dark and tricks 
that are vain, been stirring us all up 
by misrepresenting the real nature of 
those demands.

Wealthy New York Merchant 
Shot by Employee--Mys- 
tery About Tragedy. 


New York. April 28.—Leopold Wer- 
theimer, the wealthy dry goods merchant, 
was shot three times in his home in | 
West One hundred and fifteenth street 
early. today.. He was wounded in the 
chest, arm and right side, and is in a 
serious condition. Charged with the 
shooting, the police have arrested Jo- 
seph Simpson, 30 years old, ot East One 
hunderd and twenty-first street. The in- 
jured man is 32 years old and a member 
of the firm of Aaron & Wertheimer, dry 
goods merchants, who recently were 
burned out at their place of business in 
Third avenue. Simpson, the police say, 
was employed there as a watchman prior 
to the fire. At the time of the fire two 
persons were burned to death. 

The motive for the shooting is a mys- 
tery both to the police and the Wer- 
theimer family, and Simpson, who was 
very cool when arrested, refused to make 
any statement. Since the fire Wertheimer 
has not been engaged in any business, 
The firm discharged its employees; in- 
cluding Simpson, but he got work as a 
motorman A week ago he lost that 
position. He had a long talk with Mr. 
Wertheimer yesterday afternoon and re- 
turned last night. He again talked with 
Mr. Wertheimer and the family think 
Simpson wanted money. The latter re- 
turned to the Wertheimer home at an 
early hour today and the shooting oc- 
curred in the hallway of the house, af- 
ter which Simpsen walked away and 
later was afrested.

DAWSON BONDS 
MAY BE REVOKED 


City Loses Practically Every 
Point Before Master in Fa- 
mous Waterworks Case. 


Columbus, Ga., April 28.—(Special.)—If 
the recommendations of the master in 
chancery are followed, the city of Daw- 
son will lose out in its’ famous water 
works case. 

The report of the master in the case, 
Hon. William A. Wimbish, was filed to- 
day for record in the office of N. A. 
Brown, United States court clerk, in this 
city. The master finds for the bondhold- 
ers, against the city of Dawson, in ai- 
most every particular. The case has 
been in the courts since 1899. 

It is that of the Columbia Avenue Sav- 
ings Fund, Safe Deposit Title and Trust 
Company v. the city of Dawson; the 
Dawson Water Works Company, and the 
mayor, aldermen and other officials of 
Dawson. 

: History of Case. 

It appears that on February 21, 1890, 
the Dawson city council; acting for the 
city, made a 20-year contract with tne 
Dawson Water Works Company, agree- 
ing to pay $2,000 per year for water. in 
September, 1891, the Trust company was 
created trustee fur the bondholders, eighty 
bonds of $500 eacl: having been issued by 
the company. 

After using the water three or -four 
years from the company, the city de- 
clared that the service was very unsalis- 
factory, the pressure, it was alleged, be- 
ing poor, and the water impure, and the 
svetem failing to come up to contract 
when officially tested. The city of Daw- 
son has paid the company no water ren- 
tals since 1896. 

An election was held, and the people 
voted bonds with which to build an elec- 
tric light plant and water plant of their 
own. The city’s water bonds have not 
yet been sold. 

Contract Declared Valid. 


The master recommends that the con- 
tract between the city and the water 
works company de declared valid, bind- 
ing and enforceable; that the city of 
Dawson be enjoined from selling any of 
the water works bonds voted by the peo- 
ple of that city, and from building a wa- 
ter works system; that the city be en- 
joined from revoking the 20-year fran- 
chise granted the company by the city; 
that the city pay rentals to the com- 
plainant from January 1, 18%, to date, 
with 7 per cent interest per annum; that 
an accounting be had between the com- 
plainant and the city of Dawson, the 
amount the complainant owing the city 
for taxes being credited on the amount 
due the complainant by city for water 
rentals. 

The point was made that the city of 
Dawson did not have the power to make 
the contract it did but the master finds 
that it did have the power. Regarding 
the point of the city’s contracting and 
indebtedness over 7 per cent of the prop- 
erty values, the master held that the 
contract did not create a debt within the 
rheaning of the constitution and the laws 
of Georgia. 

The report is a very lengthy one, cov- 
ering nearly 60 typewritten pages, and 
with it were filed numerous documents, 
including 2 large books of testimony.

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WAR ON RATES 
TO BE BITTER 


Lumber Men Have Met and 
Prepared Their 
Case. 


There has been a meeting of the lum- 
ber men composing the South Georgia 
Lumber Dealers’ Association, for the pur- 
Pose of preparing their evidence and 
law for the hearing in the injunction case 
against the Southeastern Freight Asso- 
ciation. The meeting was kept quiet and 
the facts were learned only yesterday. 
Those interested in the case and their 
representatives met in the office of W. A. 
Wimbish, who is attorny for the jum- 
ber dealers’ association, and the meeting 
was held at the same time that the rail- 
roads of the freight association were 
here engaged in the same business, the 
railroad people holding their conference 
in the Piedmont hotel and the lumber- 
men in the Prudential building. 

At this gathering it was decided to fight 
the case to the end. carrying it, if nec- 
essary, through all the courts. And 
to that end the dealers have employed 
counsel and are hard at work getting 
together the necessary data to present to 
Judge Speer at the hearing in Macon 
May 12. 

It is learned that one of the grounds 
on which the lumbermen will mect the 
c@rarge of the railroad that prices on 
lumber are higher now than ever known 
before, and that the mills can stand the 
increase in rates, is that the cost of get- 
ting out timber has increased propor- 
tionately with: the increase in selling 
price; that machinery is higher and that

labor has simply soared out of sight. The 
mill men claim that they are making 
less now than when lumber sold for less, 
and that they are unable to stand any 
raise in the freight charges.
